Austere and repelling, the Alaskan 
coast range rise a grim barrier between 
the prospectors and the golden wealth 
that is supposed to lie in the famous 
Copper river country. The snow and 
ice-covered. summits..tower toward a 
sky that is always gloomy. When @ 
gale is not sweeping these mountain- 
tops fleecy flakes are piling on top of 
the snows of centuries. On these heights 
/there is no peace. The elements al- 
| ways are at war. The barrier would 
not be surmountable were it not for the 
Valdes pass. Even that, with its 
| mighty. glacier and treacherous crev- 
lasses, is fearfully dangerous. But-it is 
the only way through. The Valdes pass 
Hes to the west of-the. Klondike and 
| Skaguay trails; At its highest. point it 
is 4680 feet above tice water... To reach 
its barren summit a continuous upward 
'climb. of 24 miles must be mate, The 
| descent is about 12 miles in length. ~ 
Every man who starts to cross the 
| glacier is warned by the guide to make 
| his pack as small and as light as pos- 
| sible. Scarcely any however starts who 
}is not too heavily loaded. The guides 
;}cannot make new comers understand 
'and comprehend the difficulties to be 
encountered. There is more in the 
| journey than mere mountain climbing. 
Until the summit is reached it is a 
constant up-hill struggle, in biting wind 
or falling snow, over slippery ice, scal- 
ing the “benches” or cautiously soun‘- 
|ing for hidcen crevasses, which vary in 
width from mere cracks to 50 feet. The 
snow covers their tops with thin and 
treacherous bridges, which are likely 
to give way when stepped upon, and if 
they do the unfortunate goes to the bot- 
tom, be it far or near. Underneath the 
white covering are often abysmal 
depths, where lie dead men who have 
| undertaken to cross the glacier without 
guides. One wrong step caused them 
to plunge through the snow-crust, and 
from visions of glittering. gold they 
| passe into dreamless sleep in graves 
whose walls of ice and rock rise hun- 
dreds of feet above th® poor, lacerated 
bodies. The most needful and the most 
difficult to find on the glacier is timber 
for firewood. It must be hauled 24 miles 
in one direction and 12 miles in the. 
; other. Its price on the glacier is ten 
|} cents a pound, With such a price, even

in the way of fire.

If burned or scorched in the least, scrape 
the slice the instant it is done. “Burn” 
and “bitter” mean one and the same 
thing in toast. If you intend to serve 
buttered toast, spread each slice lightly 
with butter as it leaves the toaster, pile 
-upon a hot plate and leave in the oven 
until you are rpady to serve it, which 

phould be as soon as_may be after the 
last slice is ready.The excellence of dry, 
or buttered, toast depends upon quick 
serving almost as much as the goodness 
of griddlg-cakes and muffins turns upon 
the same thing! Stale, dried, or sodden 
toast is a totally different thing from the 
li ht, crisp strips or slices offered for 
our delectation by one who understands 
the simple art. ! 

CREAM TOAST, 

Slice ard butter as directed above, 
and arrange in layers in a deep china or 
silver dish, sprinkling each layer with 
salt, g@nd moistened with a little boiling 

water... Have ready in a saucepan a 
quart of milk made scalding hot, stirin- 
to it a generous tablespoonful of butter; 
pour gradually upon the whites of three 
eggs beaten toa stiff froth; return to the 
saucepan; stir over the fire for two min- 
utes, and turn out upon the toast. Lift 
the slices with a fork as the boiling milk 
goes into the dish that it may reach 
every piece. | Cover closely, and et it 
stand for a minute before serving.

® d6or Which scoms- to indicate a crypt. 
The door passed, one continues the descent 
by @ narrow staircase until ‘he comes to 
two other Turkish soldiers, this time 
standing up, with guns on the floor, and 
on the left, lighted by hanging lamps, is 
the following inscription; ‘‘Hic de Virgine 
Maria, Jesus Christus, Natus Est’’ (here 
Jesus Christ was. born of the Virgin 
Mary). We are in the stable. 

This discovery is much of ‘a surprise, 
and ono’s first movement is for protesta- 
tion, for the simple reason that nothing 
| at all likea stable isapparent. We are 
| in a grotto, To this objection the reply is 

made that in olden times it was the cus- 

tom in Palestine to use grottos for stables, 

At night the Christmas service in Beth- 
lehem begins at 10 o'clock with a pontif- 
ical imass celebrated’ at the ranciscan 
church near the basilica, The richest 
vestments are worn for this ofiice, these 
having been presented in the name of the 
French republic by Marechal MacMahon. 
This first ceremony is concluded about 
midnight, and then a long procession with 
candles in hand moves wward the grotto 
of the Nativity. First comes the cross 
bearer, followed by Franciscan monks and 
members of other religious bodies, ‘The 
patriarch vomes last, and directly behind 
him, at the head of the laymen, walks the 
French consul with his attendants. 

Only those who precede the: patriarch 
carry candles, but that dignitary bears in 
his hand with infinite precaution a beau- 
tiful little child in wax, which with sweet 
smile seems almost on the point of crying 
out. The divine child rests in a manger 

; on silken cushions .rose colored and em- 


‘broidered with gold. At its feet are othe 
of fino lace, and under the cushion stands 
a straw bed, whose projecting thorns call 
to mind the memory of Christ’s sufferings. 

The cortege, having traversed the tran- 
sept of the basilica and descended into the 
grotto.of the patriarch, stops in front of 
the spot where the child Jesus was born. 
The patriarch places the manger and child 
in the hands of one of his followers and 
begins to chant the story of the Nativity 
as told by St.Luke. Then the prelate 
takes the child, and, placing it upon 
a silver star, continues the service with 
modifications of the sacred text appropriate 
to the occasion and the special surround- 
fngs. As tho prelate says the words which 
tell how the Holy Mother brought into the 
world her firstborn Son he takes the child 
again, wraps it in fine laces and chants: 

‘And here they wrapped it in clothes.” 
~ “Then “he walke—to~ 4Imanger 
and places in it the image of the newborn 
child, at the same time chanting the 
words: : 

** And hero they laid it ina manger be- 
— there was no place for them at the 
n.”’ ‘ ‘ 15 

This service of lasts until 2 o’clock 
in the morning and is finished by a ‘-Te 
Deum’’ and ‘God Save the Republic,” 


| All Bethlehem watches this night, and 


| 


the people—men, women and children— 
remain until day breaks with lighted can- 
dies in their hands in the neighborhood of 
the basilica. Everywhere one hears cries 
of joy and breathes the fragrance of in- 
cense. ‘The feativities become more and 
more animated asthe hours wear away, 
and it would be difficult to éstimate the 
quantity of candles and hard boiled eggs 
which are devoured by the participants 
during the night.—New York Herald,

WILLIAM POOR. 


A Brief Reviéw of th» Busy Life of «#n 
Honored Citizen.

A “commonplace life’ we say and we sigh, 

But why shonin we sigh as we say ? 

For a commonplace sun in a commonplace sky 
up &@ Commonplace day. 

‘The moon and the stars are commonplace things; 

The flowers that oloom and the bird that sings; 

But God who searches each separate soul 


Oat of commonplace lives sant his rina 


The death of an old resident, whose 
life has been for,half a century or more 
a living. force in a commcnity,—always- 
calls for more than the brief chronicling 
of the event of death. 

Thus it is, that only asa fitting recog 
nition of long, faithful service in the 
commonplace affairs of life is the foliow- 
ing story of the life of William Poor 
written. - : i 

William Poor was born in North And 
over, October 12, 1805, and died in And- 
over December 30, 1898, living for 65 of 
those years in Frye Village at the place 
where he died. His pares were Joseph 
Poor and Mary Bradley, both sturdy char- 
acters of the type that so well conformed 
to New Englaud’s rock ribbed coast, and 
which has stamped the whole western 
hemisphere with the sterling virtues of 
integrity, iidustry, and piety. 

There were eleven children born to this 
worthy couple, of which William, was the 
fourth. Thefarm, and the trades that 
thrived in serving the farmer’s needs, 
made up the sum. of opportunities 
affurded the young man of seventy years 
ago. William Poor served his first 
twenty-one ~_ as the farmer's son, and 
then he took up the trade of a wheel- 
wright. His apprenticeship was served 
with George Bradley in North Andover 
and under his ski‘lful direction he soon 
became an expert wagon maker. 

It was not until 1833 that he began his 
business career in Andover, then in the 
full flush of manhood, and in complete 
mastery of the trade that was to make a 
name for him for the next fifty years, as 
an honest builder of honest wagons. 

The business was established where it 
now stands. Its puwer came from. the 
little pond in the rear, and one building 
followed another as the business grew 
and prospered. In 1888a younger brother 
Jonathan joined in the wurk and he 
worked for or was a member of the firm 
for nearly fifty years. 

Before lucating in Andover, while a 
workman in Methuen in 1829, Mr. Poor 
was married to Hannah Gleason White | 
of Andover and two sons and two" daugh- 
Hters-were-bern—tothem,. of whom’ two. 


sons and one daughter survive. 


In 1846, Joseph, the oldest son, had by 
age and education become able to take a 
part in the wagun business, and a new 
impetus came to it. The younger sou 
Charles H., was employéd as a general 
helper for many years. 

There is but iitile to write of the busi 
ness successes of William Poor. In an 
uninterrupted march of over sixty years, 
one wagon followed another from the 
Frye Village shop, and eagh added new 
reputation to the man who had become 
known all vver New England as, ‘Wil- 
liam Poor, the best wagon builder in the 
state.” Mr. Poor built many famous 
wagons that went far from his work-sbop, 
among the most famous being a mission- 
ary’s cart which was sept to Turkey, and 
scores of wagons specially designed, and 
sent to Oregon in the pidneer days of 
that state, from 1856 ‘to 1862. The 
butcher carts bearing his name plate are 
still famed all over New Engiand. ; 

William Poor was not a great man in 
any sense of the word; he was not a great 
business man; he was just an honest New 
England craftsman, putting oak where 
oak was needed, and never sparing a 
screw or @ bolt to save a few cents. 

What a record those few words make 
in these days of sham and fraud! and is 
it any wonder that the qualities they por- 
tray make noble to many who knew 
them, the.character of tais man who 
never did anything that the world calls 
great, but who made great the simplest 
my of his every-day trade, and every-day 
ife. ! 

But there is mo-e than every-day in- 
tegrity to recoguize in the ninety odd 

ears that were allotted to William Poor. 

othing could better show the true man 
that was in him than two other charact- 
eristics that were always prominent in 
his life, his intense thie and his 
loye for his family and his neighbors. 

He was an enthusiastic American citi- 
zen, the kind that lifts the hat to the 
stars and stripes, and gives of blood and 
fortune. to eet the union. And in his 
case.the kind that made him one of the 
most active in the days of ’61, when age 
alore ~~ him from giving his life as 
well as his money, to the country Le 
loved so well. 

The neighborly kindness and family 
love are sacred heritages that can be but 
referred to. ‘I'wo generations of loving 
friends, and children’s children will ever 
cherish pigeon aud kindliness. 

In 1869 Poor's first wife, and the 
mother: of all his children, died, anda 
year later he married Miss Hannah. Holt, 
whose watchful care and faithful helpful- 
ness have contributed much to _his de- 
clining years. 

Mr. Popr was a: direct descendant of 
Daniel Poor one of the original settlers of 
old Andover. He wasa member of one 
of the foremost families in the old and 
new town, and a-family that by its many 
descendants has had a large share in the 
Besides the 
two sons and one daughter, Mr. Poor 
leaves thirteen grandchildren and seven- 
teen great grandchildren, 


The funeral services were held at Mr. 
Poor’s late home in Frye Village Monday 
afternoon at 20’clock. Although private, 
there were many relatives in attendance. 
The services were conducted by Rev. F. 
A. Wilson of the Free Church, assisted 
by Rev. W. G. Poor of Keene, N. H.,a 
grandson of the deceased. Interment 
was in the family lot at Ridgwood Cem- 
etery.

J. J. Ma- 
honey, attorney for the  sbaacvergny| 
offered no objection and Miss Getchel 
left the room. : 

Mrs. Hodges was the first witness: 
She testified: Know the defendant 
Dunbar, He brought his laundry . to 
my house; Came’ sometimes twice: a 
week. Came Wednesday night, Dec. 7 at 
7.30 and also at 9. Second time Dunbar 
opened a shopping bag on the table 
which contained the $900 afterwards 
stolen, and made the remark that it 
was reckless to leave so much money 
in sight. Had just finished counting 
the money. The first time he came that 
night he left dress suit case with laun- 
dry in it, At 9 he came and requested 
that the case be emptied. I took the 
the money up stairs with me that night 
and the next morning it was safe at 9 
o'clock. At 2 o’clock when I went there 
the..money..was. gone, At 9 o'clock I 


went to the bag and took out $5 not in-; 


cluded in the roll of $900. 

My children and I alone have access 
to the bedroom in which the money was 
placed. So far as J know no one else 
had access to the room on that day. I 
thought I heard the front door open 
about noon that day... Dunbar was 
seen leaving the house in-the forenoon. 
I saw him the next morning and he said 
he heard I had accused him of stealing 
$900. I said I had. He asked if there 
was a warrant out for his arrest. I 
told him to see Mears about it. He 
wanted to know what I was going to 
do about it and I said I should do noth- 
ing if he would give back the money. 
He said he-would give back nothing, 

In opening his cross-examination Mr. 
Coulson tried to get at facts. about the 
ownership of the laundry business, say- 
ing that he proposed to show that Mrs. 
Hodges had no $900, that the business 
was run at a loss, and that Mrs. 
Hodges had brought the accusation 
against the young man to cover up 
something else. 

Mrs. Hodges testified: Sold business 
to Miss Getchell two years ago. Bought 
back one-third last spring. Miss Getch- 


~ell-has mortgaged -ity.-The-$900-was not 


all mine; $320 belonged to Miss Getch- 
ell and I. Received $580 from brother, 
Richard Hodges, that evening De}. Se 
Was going to put it in the bank. Had| 
previously put money in Boston bank 
for my brother; He owed me $100 which 
I loaned him. He paid me $50 over a 
month ago and $50 today. Dunbar-had 
hever been up in my room to my know- 
ledge. Largest bill in the roll was $20. 

Mr. Coulson tried to get Mrs. Hodges 
to leave the room when Miss Getchell 
was called, but Judge Poor said it 
would be hardly the thing ot that stage 
of the case. 

Miss Getchell corroborated the prin- 
cipal statsments of Mrs. Hodge’s and 
added that she saw Dunbar on the 
front stairs Thursday morning Dec. 8. 
Asked him what he was doing. He re- 
plied he thought they were up stairs. 
She retorted that they were not in the 
habit of being there in the day time. 
Saw him take train for Boston Thurs- 
day afternoon. , 

Cross-examined: Own two-thirds’ of 
laundry. The $320 was money paid for 
laundry work. Half was mine. Was 
going to pay bills and put rest in bank. 

“Then you owe bills?” ‘asked Mr.

“T’'d like to know anybody in Andover 
Who doesn’t owe bills.” 

A. W. Wyman of the Boston police, 
next testified: Arrested Dunbar, with 
Inspector Abbott Friday evening, Dec. 
30, at 6 o'clock at 109 Chandler street, 
Boston, at his room. Dunbar was in 
room with another man, three women, 
one of whom was landlady. Dunbar’s 
friend- was under influence of liquor, 
and the'three women were also. Dun- 
bar was the least intoxicatel. Took 
him to station and searched him; found 
$10. Asked what money he had and he 
said-he had about $800. Went for his 
trunk. Next morning Inspector Abbott, 
Chief Watts and Dunbar opened trunk.

Loring Farnham of the Eglee com- 
pany testified that Dunbar worked for 
the company and had been paid $100 
per month.

Paid 
him $700 in Georgia last May. Dunbar 
graduated from M. I. T. 

The defense then rested,

A GALLANT OFFICER. 


Stockbridge-people_take great interest 
in Brig-Gér.Marcus*P:- Miller, whois) 
now before the public as commander of 
the expedition to Iloilo, Gen. Miller is 
a native of the Berkshire town and was 
fitted for his course at West Point at 
the Williams academy there. He left 
West Point in 1857. He was ,at once 
sent into the Indian wars on the west- 
ern frontier and was recallled in 1861 
to command a battery of light artillery 
in the Civil war. He served with great 
distinction till its close; he was fre- 
quently mentioned for gallant and mer- 
itorious service. On July 1, 1862, he was 
given the brevet commission of captain 
for gallant and meriaorious services in 
the battle of Malvern Hill, Va., he was 
breveted major March 13, 1865; for gal- 
lant and meriorious services in the 
cavalry campaign from Winchester to 
Richmond, Va.; he was breveted lieu- 
tenant-colonel in the same month on 
account of services in the battle of 
Dinwiddie Court-house, Va.; on Feb- 
ruary 27, 1890, he was given the brevet 
commiission of colone for his heroism 
in action against Indians in the lava 
beds, California, April 17, 1873, and spe- 
cial gallantry and military ability in 
action against Indians at Clearwater, 
Idaho, July 11 and 12, 1877. His, regular 
commissions in the army were dated as 
follows: Second lieutenant, September 
27, 1859; Ist lieutenant, May 14, 1861; 
captain, May 11, 1864; major, 5th ar- 
tillery, September 14, 1883; lieutenant- 
colonel, Tst“artitéry, “O¢tober 10-4804: 
colonel, 3rd artillery, April 30, 1897, He 
is now brigadier-general of. volunteers. 

The town of Stockbridge has always 
maintained a lively interest in his ca- 
reer and he .seems to have lost none 
of his love for the place, as at every 
opportunity -he visits his aged mother 
who still lives therg;and is looking for- 
ward to resuming his residence at his 
own home when he shall be retired on 
accovnt of age from further service in 
the army.

Mrs. Kitchen, who had eaten only a 
small quantity of food, was not affected 
as much as the others, and she man- 
aged, after several nours ui susuc. .. 
to obtain assistance. 
Maud was stricken a few minutes after 
she had completed the meal, and the 
other children were soon afterward 
made sick, while the father and mother 
were almost unable to render assist- 
ance. 

For.several hours the members of the 
family lay on the beds or’ where they 
were stricken, and were unable to assist 
each other or to call for help. When 
Mrs. Kitchen succeeded, in attracting 
attention and had called some of; the 
neighbors to the house, it was thought 
that at least two of the children, Maud 
and Julia, were dead, 

The police were hastily summoned, 
and two ambulances’ drove up to the 
house and took the family to the)hos- 
pital, where the physicians worked over 
them for some time before they |were 
pronounced out of danger for the time 
being, but the physicians stated! that 
the cases were very serious, and that 
relapses were possible. j 

The family procured the milk af the 
usual place, “And they, say that there 
was no indicatjon that it was not pure 
and of the same quality as they had

A special town meeting Wednesday 
evening was called to order by Town 
Clerk Leitch, at 7.45 o'clock. -For mode- 
rator A, P. Chickering, the only candi- 
date for whom balluts were cireulated, had 
28 votes aud Harry R. Dow had5.

Article 1 referred to 
the matter of removing the appointive of- 
fice of superintendent of streeis from the 
authority of the Selectmen and allowing 
the choice by As gg vote, of one high- 
way surveyor who shall be directly re- 
sponsible to the people for his deeds of 
vod or evil, On motion of Thomas P. 
entworth the vote was decided by 
“yes” and “no’’ ballots and the chapter of 
law authorizing the election of such of 
ficer was accepted by a vote of 44-34. 
John L. Murphy represented the :peti-. 
tioners and’ remarks in protest were made 
by George Looker. Otherwise there was 
but little discussion on the question, The 
second article relative to the question of 
petitioning the legislature for authority. 
to increase the water loan. On motioa 
tion of H. B, Foster information was re- 
quested of the commissioners. Mr. Field 
repiesented that the right to issue bonds 
from time to time was desired by the
